‘Commission Co., ana is used for storing 
wheat. A general alarm was turned in, but 
the fre spread rapidly, and by the time that 
the engines had gotten well at 
work the fames had extended to the oll 
works. The fre was discovered by R. u. 
Johnson, superintendent of the Crown 
Works. ‘He was inthe rear of the premises 
and sawthe flames coming oui of the car 
Goorway, Joseph Loux, the office boy at 
the Crown works discovered the fre 
at the same time and turned in an alarm. 
Mr. Johnson said that he had no idea of 
fiow the fre originated, but thought 
that it must have been caused 
by spontaneous combustion. He 
Sala that he thought that the loss to the 
Crown works would be fully $120,000. The 
Ryan company, ne said, woulda 
lose about $30,000, as the 
company had a good deal 
of wheat stored in the elevator. The 
Crown works has been shut down for the 
pastyear and had not as much stock on 
band in consequence as would have been the 
case had the works been in operation. 


MADE A HOT FIRE. 

The fire was one of the hottest this depart- 
ment has faced for many months,and but for 
the fact that the. plant was accessible 
from all sides would undoubtedly 
have worked sad havoc with 
the surrounding property. The 
property consisted ofa low two-story brick 
office structure on the southwest corner, 
and running « back sixty feet to 
the alley along Sixteenth street. That part of 
the structure resisted the fire well, but 
the warehouse adjoining it upon the 
west,and bounded on the north by Clark 
avenue and onthe west by an unimproved 
lot, Was an easy mark. With a heavy 
wooden frame taturated with the oli ab- 
sorbed during the use of the structure dy 
the Crown Ol Co., sheathed with iron, 
punctured with enough windows to give 
good draught, the building was very soon 
filled with a column of lurid 
flame. The fire roarea upward 
withering the wooden rafters and curling 
up the iron sheets by which they 
were covered, and as soon as 
doors and windows had burned out the 
structure was a perfect furnace. Lackily the 
resources of the department were from 
the first concentrated toward confining 
the fire within a structure that was 
seen to be doomed, and the aims of the fre- 
men were promoted by the isolated charac- 
ter of the plant. 

TWO MEN PROBABLY Loser. 

But this fortunate circumstance could not 
Gispel from the mind of every spectator 
the fact that two men were seen 
upon the upper floor of the building 
just as the fire started and 
up to the time the flames were under 
control there was no assurance 
that they had escaped death. At 
that time they were still miss-

STRIKERS WAITING. 


Attitude of the Great Northern Em- 
ployes at Seattle. 


SEATTLE, Wash., April 20.—Both the Great 
Northern strikers and local officials are wait- 
ing for developments at the other end of the 
line. The strikers have complete possession 
of the telegraph lines and the operators re- 
fuse to talk to anybody unless he can give 
the counter signal. The operators are still 
running a little associated press of their own, 
sending strike news from fhe local news- 
papers to points all along the line as far 
west as Spokane, 

By consent of the union, one of the strik- 
ing engineers ranfive cars of freight from 
the yard at Interbay to the city last night in 
order that the perishable goods might be re- 
turned to shippers. 

Local rallroad men, both on the Great 
Northern and other roads, are very indig- 
nant at the statements made in an interview 
by Chairman Johnson of the Northern Pa- 
cific Grievance Committee, to the effect that 
the Great Northern men were mostly men 
who drifted cut of the brotherhoods, and 
that the A. R. U. had but little strength on 
the Northern Pacific. 

The local lodges of the Brotherhood of 
Firemen and Rallway Trainmen and the 
Switchmen’s Union unit@in denouncing the 
statement, and say that the brotherkood 
men in Seattle did not uphold Mr. Johnson in 
making any such statement. 

“They call attention to the fact that the 
forty-four members ofthe Northern Pacific 
Grievance Committee spent fifty-two days at 
St. Paul at a cost of $600a day in trying to 
prevent a reduction of wages, and all they 
accomplished wasa very few small conces- 


sions, and for this expense the firemen alone 
were assessed $8 each. 

They state that at a meeting to be held to- 
night fully seven-elghths of all the railway 
men in Seattle will join the union, and a ma- 
jority of the trainmenon the Northern Pa- 
cific belong to the union, and more are join- 
ing every day. 


SERVING RESTRAINING WARRANTS. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., April 20.—The storm cen- 
ter in the Great Northern strike to-day is at 
St. Cloud, where most of the trouble has 
heretofore been encountered. Wednesday 


and yesterday United States Deputy Mar.- 
shals were interfered with and the restrain- 
ing order of the United States Court violently 
resisted, trains being stopped as on the pre- 
vious days of the big strike.

Mr. Hill in the correspondence does not 
recognize the union, but he specifically ex- 
plains in a letter later that 'the company is 
ready to receive the meninitsemploy or 
their representatives.

pany can have no knowledge as to who will 
represent its employes, except as they them- 
selves will designate.’’

Three Thousand Men Leave 
Omaha for Connell Bluffs. 


Thousand While En Route. 


PROPOSE COMPELLING THE RAILROADS 
TO CARRY THE KELLYITES EAST. 


Accompanied by Many Anarchists, Some 
of Whom, It Was Rumored, Carried 
Dynamite Bombs—Marchers Received 
With Fife and Drum and Escorted to 
Bayless Park—Committee Sent to Meet 
the Railway Officials — Unsatisfactory 
Conference in Progress—Kelly and 
Gov. Jackson Meet—Supt. Cox Shot At 
—Great Activity on Railroads. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 20.—Three thousand 
laboring men marched out of Omaha to-day 
with banners fiving, bound for the camp of 
Gen. Kelly’s commonwealers at Weston, Io., 
fourteen miles east of Council Bluffs. 

At 9 o’clock this morning the signal agreed 
upon at last night’s meeting of the Central 
Labor Union—the ringing of church 
bells and the blowing of whistles— 
was given announdinge that the 
Kelly’s army was stillj at Weston un- 
able to secure a train for the East. 
Inside of five minute 1,000 men had 
gathered at Jefferson {Square and were 
quickly organized into companies with 
a captain for every ten men. The march was 
taken upthrough Sixteenth street to Far 
nam, where the column proceeded tothe 
City Hall and countermarched. 

At every street recruits were received, and 
when the column reached the Paxton Hotel 
there were 2,500 men in line. Each company 
was provided with an American flag and as 


fast as recruits joined they were formed into 
companies and provided with van ners. 
At Eleventh and Farnum streets the main 


They joined forces and proceeded to the 
Douglas street toll bridge, across Missouri 
River. Here they were met by the Superin 
tendent of the dridge, who said the come 
pany was giad to give them free transporta- 
tion aeross the river. This was a graceful 
act, for the men were prepared to cross with 
or without permission. 

It had deen expected that the Union Pacific 
shopmen would join thecolumn at this point, 
but that part of the programme was not 
carried out, for the company, 
warned the men when they came to 
work that those working would be expected 
to remain on duty all day. The master me. 
chanics also prevented the blowingof the 
shop whistle. ö 

There were a number ot Unton Pacific men 
inthe line of marchers, however, but they 
were men who had not gone to work this 
morning. 

Thousands of people followed the column 
to the bridge and other thousands were 
on hand on the other — 4 of 
the river to welcome them, Th cold 
seemed to have the effect of bringing 
out a greater throng than had been expected 
last night, when the rain was falling so 
heavily. 

All the men seemed to be in excellent 
spirits and determined that the march should 
mean business. The column had been 
preceeded to Council Bluffs by a 
committee of prominent citizens, appointed 
at last night’s meeting of the Central Labor 
Union, including Rev. Dr. Joseph 
T. Duryea, pastor of the First Congre- 
gational Church; Rev. Dr. Hamerson of 
the First Presbyterian Church, and Rev, 
Frank Crane ofthe \:ethodist Church. The 
committee was to call on Gov. Jackson and 
the managers of the railroads and urge that 
the commonwealers be at once started on 
their way East, 

While the column was marching towards 
the Missouri, Gen. Kelly was in Omaha seat- 
ed in the private car of President St. John of 
the Rock Island Koad, holding an animated 
conference. Mr. St. John said. in response toa 
request fof a train that he was not in position 
to grant it. even should he desire to do 80, as 
the matter Was now wholly inthe hands of 
the Presidents of the lowa trunk lines, and 
no one road could grant a request for a 
train unless the Presidents of alithe other 
lines acquiesced, \ 

Gen. Kelly then left the car and called on 
other friends for advice. One prominent 
man suggested that the army levy on the 
farmers for horses and wagons, that the 
army be split up into squads of 100 each, and 
that they spread out over a stretch of terri- 
tory twenty-five miles wide and march on 
foot across the State. 

It was suggested that such a plan would 
soon bring the people of the State to time, 
for the army would practically devastate the 
country through which it passed, and tne 
railroads would then be forced to take the 
commonwealers up and carry them out of 
the country. 

Gen. Kelly said the plan seemed to him a 
good one, and he thought it might be tried. 
He agreed to call a council of his officers and 
place the plan beforethem. After delibera- 
tion, if they agreed to it the plan would be 
adopted. 

The General left for Council Bluffsat 11 
o’clock. 

It is said that some ofthe Anarchists who 
were in thecolumn marching out of Omaha 
had some dynamite with them, but how

4 strange sight was witnessed on the march 
from the bridge to the heart of Council Bluffs. 
Men and boys seemed to spring up from the 
ground, and the column which crossed the 
bridge had grown toover 6,000 men by the 
time it reached the heart of the city. The 
burly form of Capt. O’Donahue headed the 
column and at intervals the line was broken 
into companies, each one headed with a flag- 
bearer and acting under orders of a captain. 

At Fifteenth and Broadway the Omaha 
ariny was met bya detachment of Council 
Bluffs laborers witha fife and drum band 
and adozen flags. These, acting as an es- 
cort, took the company te Bayless Park, 
where a halt was calied, and in response toa 
request from Chief of Police Scanian the 
committee was appointed to present the de- 
mands of the mento the raiiroad officials 
who were found in the office of John F. 
Stone. 

While the committee was in the office the 
men lined up along the sides of the square, 
warming their toes by stamping on the pave- 
ment and cheering impromptu speakers.

Hold on, brethren; don't forget that we 
are all under one flag aud that Council Bluffs 
and Omaha, Nebraska and Iowa are all one 
on this matter. 

The committee left the office in a huffto 
look at the telegrams sald to have been sent 
to the rallroad officials. 

Chief Scanian, who met the army at the 
bridge, had ali the saloons closed and the 
company officers suppressed the numerous 
vocal demonstrations which were made. 

Gen. Kelly came over to Council Bluffs with 
the intention of catching a train for Weston, 
being very desirous of getting out of the city 
before tife out-pouring from Omaha, as he 
said he was in no way responsible for the 
demonstration, and did not wantto be even 
a party to it, While walting for a 
saddle- horse to carry Bim to Weston 
in a hurry, he slipped ing adjacent lunch 
room and fried to down a hasty breakfast, 
but bis presence was in some way learned by 
Gov. Jackson, who sent for him for the pur- 
pose of imparting some information which 
he thought would be of interest. 

Kelly hurried over to the Governor’s head- 
quarters, where were gathered several citi- 
zens besides the Attorney-General. The 
interview was a prolonged one, or rather it 
was mostly a monologue, for Gov. Jackson 
took occasion to review at length and in full 
detail all the action he had taken, tze pur- 
port being that he hadt n every means 
possibie to get the army Onits way, and 
that the State authorities had not laid a 
straw of detention in its way. His corre- 
spondence with railway ‘officials had failed 
so far as the Northwestern, Milwaukee & St. 
Pau! andthe Burlington were concerned, they 
refusing to do anything. The Rock Island at 
firsteuggested that they might take half the 
army to Davenport if the St. Paul would 
take the other half to the river, the ral 
ways tO be paid a fair rate, as might 
seem just tothe Governor, The Governor 
had agreed to recompense the roads, al- 
though there was no authority for him to 
put his hand into the State Treasury for that 
purpose. The proposition to take the men 
across the state had been recalled later, and 
now the railways would do nothing but 
transport them as other passengers at full 
rates. 

He notified Kelly thatthe citizens of Coun- 
cil Bluffs had arranged to furnish boats to 
take the army to Kansas City and to provide 
them with shelter here and ample provisions 
whiie the preparations for this trip were be- 
ing made. 

Kelly replied that he preferred to go East, 
but he would take the proposition to his 
camp, let the boys decide and he would wire 
back his answer. 

Later all the Eastern railways lu tos city 
pulled their engines and cars out of Council 
Bluffs as prompt action seemed necessary to 
avoid trouble, 

About this time fully 2,000 more men 
crossed the bridge from Omana into Council 
Bluffs on the way to join the crowd that pre- 
ceded them. ‘They marched 9 Broadway 
three abreast in regular file. tis said the 
crowd was mostly composed of South Omaha 
laborers.

Mrs. Miller, Wife of One of the Gang, and 

Her Babe Struck With Bullete—After 
a Whole Day’s Fight the Brigands 
Break Through the Lines and are Pur- 
sued by Officers—Detatls of the Battle 
—Dalton’s Record. 


Guruniz, O. T., April 20.—The report re- 
celved here yesterday of a battle between 
the Dalton gang and Deputy Marshals, near 
Ingalls, fifty-five miles from this city, is con- 
firmed to-day. „ 

Ie fight occurred at the house of Bruce 
Miller, one of the gutlaws. The officers sur- 
rounded the house, all of them armed with 
Winchesters, just before daylight. The Dal- 
ton bandits were inside. No shots were 
fired until one of the desperadoes came out 
just about daylight to feed the horses. He 
was helg up and told to take a look around 
the grounds, and then return to the house, 
tell the bandits to come out one ata time, 
unarmed, and surrender,or bostilities would 
becommenced. After looking over the field 
and finding’ m shooting distance of the 
house twenty men, well armed, the outlaw 

turned to his companions. 
* THE BATTLE BEGIFS. 

Fully a half hour’s consultation was had by 
the bandits before @ stir was made by 
either party, and then the officers in com- 
mand of the party ordered his men to begin 
firing. 

The house is a simple weather-boarded 
structure and not plastered, and the shots 
from the Marshals’ Winchesters easily per- 
forated the sides of the building. The caged 
bandits returned the fre and poured a rat- 
tling fire on the officers through the windows 
and crevices of the house, 

MRS. BRUCE AND HER BABY SHOT. 

At 10 o’clock Mrs. Bruce who had been 
wounded left the house and crawled to where 
one of the Marshals was located bebinda 
tree. She had received a flesh wound and 
begged that she might be permitted to ride 
to Ingalls for a doctor to attend herself and 
also ber baby and hired man who were both 
wounded. The woman was permitted to 
saddie a horse and leave. She would not 
state how many outlaws were killed but ad- 
mitted that Bill Dalton and Bill Voolan had 
been seriously if not fataily wounded. 

The fight was kept up all day during 
Wednesday. Volley after volley was fired 
into the house by the officers, and the con- 
stunt crack of the bandits’ Winchesters told 
of their determination to hold out and refuse 
to surrender. 

BROKE THROUGH THE LINE. 

Shortly after nightfall, during alull in the 
firing, the bandits made a break from the 
house, and fied, pursued by the deputies. 
They went in the direction of the Creek 
Indian country. The messengers who 
brought this news did not learn whether or 
not Dalton and Doolan had been Killed, but 
was told that three fatally wounded bandits 
were left in Miller’s house after their com- 
panions had broken through the line of 
officers. He states that twoof the officers’ 
posse were killed and three wounded. ‘ 

Some of the bravest men in this territory 
are with the pursuing party. Bil Tighman, 
Hack Thomas and Will Madsen are there. 
None of these men were ever Known to 
fiinch, They talked to your correspondent 
on the night they left this city and they said: 
**We will not return alive without our game 
with us. 

The messenger who brings in the above in- 
formation says that Mrs. Bruce Miller is not 
dangerously wounded. The United States 
Marshals started out another posse from 
this city to-day to assist the chase. 

BILL DALTON’S RECORD. 

The kling of Bill. Dalton probably adds 
the last chapter to the history of the outlaws 
ofthis notorious name. At the time ot the 
raid onthe Coffeyville banks, in which Bob 


and Grat Daiton were killed and Emmet Dal- 
ton wounded and captured, Bill Dalton was 
regarded as a law-abiding citizen. He bad 
deen a member ofthe California Legislature, 
and nad also been charged with complicity 
in robbing a train in that State, but there 
was not suMcient evidence to substantiate 
the chargg and, although he was taken into 
custody, he was released without trial. He 
came back to Indian Territory and was en- 
gaged in farming at the time of the Coffey-

If 18 SAID THE UNION WAS OPPOSED BY 
THE CZAR. 


the Coming Marriage Has Been Pub- 


Highly Pleased Emperor William 
Credited With Assisting in Bringing 
It About—Foreigna. 


Conure, April 20.— Tue betrothal is an- 
nounced of the Czarewiltch (Grand Duke 
Nicholas) to the Princess Alix Victoria Hele- 
na Louise Beatrice of Hesse. A few days ago 
it was reported that the Czarewitch intenaed 
resigning his succession to the throne in fa- 
vor of his younger brother, the Grand Duke 
Michael. The belief was that this action 
was contemplated on account of the oppo- 
sition of the Czar to his marriage 
with the Princess Alix. It was 
also stated at the time that the Czarewltch 
would never marry, but all obstacles to the 
happiness of the young couple seem to have 
been removed and the announcement of their 
dretrothal at this time before the dispersal 
ot the many royal personages who had as- 
sembled for the wedding of yesterday after- 
noon affords opportunity for the customary 
congratulations. 

Emperor William of Germany was the first 
to communicate the news of the betrothal to 
Queen Victoria, who expressed herself as be- 
ing highly pleased. Emperor William then 
walked from the Ducal Schloss to the Edin- 
burgh Palace, accompanied by Col. L. V. 
Swaine of the British military attachment at 
Berlin, and communicated the news to the 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, 

Emperor William is believed to have mainly 
been instrumental in bringing about the be- 
trothal from the fact that he had the news 
before Queen Victoria or the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, and the 
evident delight to his majesty is cited as 
evidence of the importance which he at- 
taches to the alliance. 

The Czarewitch was. born May 6, 1868 (May 
18, HKussian style) at St. Petersburg. The 
condition of his health has been the subject 
of grave apprehension on the part of his 
parents, and it wason this account that he 
set out on a tour of the world in 1891, which 
came near ending tragically in Japan, where 
he was attacked by a crazy Japanese police- 
man and would probably have been killed 
but for the timely intervention of his cousin, 
the Crown Priace of Greece. 

Princess Alix of Hesse was born at Darm 
stadt on June 6, 1872, and is the youngest of 
the four sisters of Grand Duke Ernest Louis 
of Hesse, who was married yesterday to 
Princess Victoria of Saxe-Ooburg-Gotba. 
The eldest sister, Princess Victoria, is the 
wife of Prince Louis of BattenbDurg, and the 
second sister, Princess Elizabeth, is the wife 
of Grand Duke Sergeus of Russia, brother of 
the Czar. The third sister, Princess Irene, 
is married to Prince Henry of Prussia, 
brother of Emperor Wi am. 


DUKE or HESSE AT DARMSTADT. 
DARMSTADT, April 20.—The Grand Duke of 
Hesse and his bride made their state entry 
into Darmstadt this morning. The pro-

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DISEOLUTION NEXT WEEE. 


The Fight at St. Johns Will Force the 
Governor to Radical Measures. 


St. Jouns, Newfoundland. April 20.—The 
correspondent is assured by a prominent 
member of the late ministry that the disso- 
lution of parliament will be announced next 
week asa resuit of recent trouble between it 
and the Governor. This gentleman declares 
that the Governor was convinced that no 
other course was possible now. Should this 
information prove correct, the present Govr- 
erument is likely to have a shortreign. St. 
Johnsis yery pronounced against the new 
Cabinet. The feeling among the lower 
classes is that the new Ministry secured 
office by taking unfair advantage of others. 
EX-Frime Minister Whitway and the mem 
bers of his late Cabinet will forward tothe 
British Governmenta strong protest against 
its enactingany measure extending the op- 
erations of the revenue Dill, which expires 
on June 11. They contend that the present 
government was always in opposition to the 
efforts of the British Government to settle 
the French shore difficulty, and sent a dele- 
gate to England in 1890 to prociaim to 
the British people the injustice that 
was being Gone the Newfoundland fish- 
ermes. The passage of such a dill dy the 
Imperial Parilament would, they claim, 
force upon the necks of the Newfoundland- 
ers a foreign yoke. 

The present Ministers, the protest cites, 
frustrated the passage ofa bill by the local 
Legisiature which would have had the same 
effectasthe imperial bill. They have also 
been a stumbling block inthe way cf every 
hegotiation attempted since. The protest 
charges the new Ministers with cowardice in 
refusing to consent toa general election and 
with bribery and corruptioag ofa gross kind, 
though it is admitted thatit is not possibie 
now to prove the charges of bribery and cor- 
ruption, the legal limit for the production of 
such proof having expired. 

They are further charged with having been 
recklessly extravagant when they were form- 
erly in control of public affairs, It is added 
that they are despised by the people, as is 
shown by their electing only twelve members 
against the twenty-four elected by the W hit- 
wayites. 

The Protestants pray the English Cabinet to 
instruct the Governor to have a new election 
asthe only means of testing the opinion of 
the people of Newfoundland in the present 
rave issue. The protest will be sent to 
ugland on Saturday if in the meantime 
Parliament is not dissolved.

THE SPECIAL JURY LAW, 

The. revival of the special jury question 
and the exposition of the operation of the 
special jury law in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 
PATOH are timely reminders that the next 
session of the Legislature should mark the 
abolition of this blot on the administra- 
tion of justice. 

As every lawyer knows, and as the 
practical working of the law demon- 
strates, the statute is a tarce—when it is 
not a wrong. The law, while granting 
the privilege of securing special juries to 
litigants, does not define their qualifica- 
tions or specify their mode of selection. 
These lie within the intelligence, honesty 
and discretion of the Jury Commissioner, 
which may be uncertain quantities. Asa 
matter of self-protection an honest Jury 
Commissioner selects special jurors hap- 
hazard from lists of citizens whose occu-. 
pation and standing in the community 
presume intelligence on their part. 

The unlimited discretion of the Commis- 
sioner creates opportunity for crooked- 
ness which should be avoided in all mat- 
ters concerning justice. That the adopted 
mode of special jury selection is believed 
to favor, if it does not actually favor, cer- 
tain classes of litigants is proved by the 
fact that the law is used almost entirely 
by corporations in damage cases. 

But the chief objection to the law as it 
now stands is the obnoxious principle 
of discrimination which it embodies 
in the provision for the cost of spe- 
clal juries. The cost, except in rare 
cases, must be defrayed by the litigant de- 
manding a special jury. Thus the rich 
litigant has a special advantage from 
which the poor litigant is cut off. 

The need of any special jury law is 
doubtful, but if the law remains on the 
statute book all these objectionable feat- 
ures should be eliminated. If justice de- 
mands special juries the court should de- 
termine the need of them, and the poor 
should be placed on an equal basis with the 
rich.

THE PLACER MINE BOOM. 


Bimetallists on both sides of the ocean 
attribute the deranged exchanges and 
t usiness paralysis now afflicting all coun- 
tries to the adoption of the single gold 
standard by the leading commercial na- 
tions. The purchasing power of gold, 
they say, bas been steadily increasing 
through all the years since the exhaustion 
of the placer mines of Australia and Cali- 
fornia limited the annual output. A scant 
supply favored gold cornering operations, 
and by putting a stop to the free coinage 
of silver everywhere and making a wholly 
inadequate supply of goldg the only stand- 
ard of value and the only medium for the 
settlement of international balances, the 
creditor nations have imparted to golda 
constantly increasing power which makes 
inevitable a continuous decrease in the 
price of all other productions, a falling 
market for all kinds of business. ? 

But if there is no other reason for the 

widespread business stagnation it may be 
all over much sooner than the gold bond 
manipulators anticipate. The supposed 
depreciation of silver and appreciation of 
gold have closed many silver mines, re- 
opened many gold mines and started 
thousands at gold mining and prospecting 
who were recently intent upon flooding 
the world with silver. The result in Col- 
orado alone has been the discovery of fifty 
new gold placers since Christmas. One 
that was discovered last year has been 
yielding at the rate of $7,000,000 per annum 
and results so far warrant the estimate 
that Colorado’s gold output this year will 
be not less than $20,000,000, against only 
55,000, 000 for 1892. 
Now, if Colorado's gold output can be 
quadrupled thus in so short a time, it is 
not unreasonable to expect that the same 
cause, operating everywhere else, will at 
least double the world’s annual product of 
the yellow metal. It would not take such 
a rate of production many years to restore 
the old ratio of values between gold and 
silver, te solve the coinage problem for all 
nations and to establish bimetallism in all 
nations upon the permanent basis of an 
international agreement. 


„ 
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THE Supreme Court of South Carolina 
holds that a law which turns the Govern- 
ment into a shopkeeper and enables it to 
make a profit by monopoly is unconstitu- 
tional, This looks well on its face, but 
serious consequences would follow an 
application of the same rule to 
the Federal Government. If that Gov- 
ernment may not go into business alone 
and to makea profit, does it not follow 
that it may not go into partnership with 
the manufacturers of collars and cuffs, 
sugar, coaland iron with no expectation 
of profit to itself? In these industries 
the Government is the most active partner, 
it does the most work and contributes the 
most useful part of the capital—that is 
monopoly. The profit all goes to the other 
partners and comes out of the people who 
are despoiled by thealliance between Uncle 
Sam and his favored friends. The South Car- 
olina constitution provides that no citizen 
shall be ‘‘despoiled or dispossessed’’ of 
his property except by process of law. 
This provision is to be found expressly 
stated in the Federal constitution, and is 
there made binding on both Federal and 
State governments, but it does not pre- 
vent legislative decrees whereby private |

It is clear that there must be a congres- 
sional investigation of the armor frauds. 
Not only are the President and Secretary of 
the Navy disqualified from making the in- 
vestigation, but the attitude of the officers 
of tne navy is inexplicable, It is true, if it 
turns out that 700 defective armor {plates 
have been placed on our new warships, that 
the vigilance and competency of the officers 
who passed them are seriously refiected 
upon. At the same time, no persons are 
more interested in diseovering and remedy- 
ing the defects than the men who will be 
obliged to navigate and fight the ships. 
These charges are made by men who must 
know it they are true, and who offer proof to 
thatefféct.

As Judge Thayer is obliged to sit on 
the Circuit Cpurt of Appeals bench 
in 8. Paul during the May 
term, Judge Moses Hallett of Denver 
was assigned to try the case of the Adams 
Electric Rallway Co. against the Lindell 
Rallway Co., which is the style of the famous 
battle. Millions of dollars are at issue and 
behind the Lindell Rallway Co., 
which ts the nominal Gefendant, is 
the Sprague Electric Co., the Edison 
General Electric Co., and the General Elec- 
tric Co., corporations of immense wealth, 
who have contracted with the Lindell Ran- 
way Co. to protect it from tafprference in 
its use gf the Sprague motors. It was de- 
cided, sometime since, to have the trial 
Jake place in the Court of Appeals 
room instead of the Circult Court room, and 
accordingly the first named temple of justice 
was not unlike a machine shop or modeler’s 
cabinet, when Judge Hallett mounted the 
bench this morning.

The preliminaries tothe trial were formal 
and indicative of a desire on the part of the 
attorneys to get down tothe main issues as 
quickly as possible.

WELLINGTON ADAMS’ ADDRESS. 
This done, Dr. Wellington Adams’ stepped

dustrial tribunals, but that there migtt be 
some advantage in empowering town and 
county councils to establish them tentatively 
without dyectly appointing the members, 
Any court of this kind duly authorised would 
have statutory powers similar to county 
courts. These tribunale would only deal 
with disputes arising out of existing agree 
ments or trade customs. 

With regardto the more serious disputes 
affecting lurge bodies of men, the commis- 
sioners think that it would do more harm 
than good to establish wards with legal pow- 
ers, The commission cannot recommend the 
Gireet establishment of boards of concilias 
tion and arbitration by the State, out think 
that a central department having means to 
procure and circulate information may do 
much by advice and assistance to promote 
their more rapid and @niversal establish- 
ment. 

The report next deals with the appoint- 
ment of official arbitrators. The Commit 
sioners think that the difficulty often exper- 
1enced In finding a suitable arbitrator might 
be got over by giving a public department 
power toappointanarbitratorto act alone 
or in conjunction with wthers. If the same 
persons were frequently appointed they 
would become arbitration experts fairly free 
from suspieion or bias. Their expenses 
should be paid by the Treasury. If the 
tem succeeded it might eventually be given a 
permanent basis with perhaps power to 
summon witnesses and examine them on 
oath. The Commissioners consider that it 
would be no adventage to institute a special 
labor department, but they advocate a Gov. 


ernment taqul with a view to remedying 
the existing confusion inthe administration 
of the various acts dealing with sanitations, 
the hours of la bor tor women, etc. 

The second part of the report deals with 
the questions. of hours and wages at great 
length and detail. The commissioners ex- 
press themselves generally as against State 
Interference, except in the cases of women 
and children and unhealthy occupations. 
They are decidedly of the opinion tnat no 
special legislation is necessary for miners, 


who, they say, appear to be able to take care- 


of themselves in such matters. 

With reference to non-unionist labor the 
commissioners think it impossible to legisia- 
tively remove the causes of these serious co 
niets that have occurred in recent years in 
the less skilled and organized trades. They 
hold that non-unionist workmen should be 
protected as far as possible by the public 
authorities, and that individual liberty for 
the masters toemploy and the men to serve 
whomthey please should be maintained. 

The report mentions the absence of a clear 
legal definition of intimidation and picket- 
ing. It urges that strong measures be taken 
for the improvement or gradual extinction 
of the lowest class of sweating factories, 
which, the commissioners say, demoralize 
working people and the community and 
compete unfairly with the larger properly 
conducted factories. Such a reform might 
cause temporary distress and might drive 
some minor industries outof the country; 
but the country could weli spare them, since 
they would no longer tempt the immigration 
of a class of persons who are unable to get 
ptr ‘In well conducted = establish- 

ots.

tiremeatthe gratitede of every American who has 
t ed the welfare of his fellow-men. 
We have analyzed your career with that freedomjfrom 
partisanship which may have warped r 
of many on your side of the Atlantie, and the uni- 
versal verdict is that as a statesman you did all that 
could be dene to betterthe condition of humanity, 
and in doing so reeonciled an opposition which some 
years ago appeared insurmountabie. 

Americans thus impressed feel the deepest sorrow 
for your resignation, and associate you and their 
beloved Lincoln as being among the greatest buman- 
itarian statesmen of this or any other age. 

With feelings of the utmost respect and most apx- 
fous hopes for your happiness, remain your de- 
voted friend.

He 
entered politics, served his party with con- 
spicuous ability in important places, and in 
1876 was elected Lieutenant-Governor. He 
succeeded to the Governorship in 1879 by the 
election of Gov. Vance to the United States 
Senate. In 1880 Gov. Jarvis was elected to 
the office he then held and filled it until 1884, 
when he was appointed Minister to Brazil. 
Since his return tothe United States he has 
engaged in the practice of the law.
